The  public  cleansing  service  was  augmented  during  the  year 
by  the  purchase  of  a  new  lorry.  This  has  enabled  the  work  of  refuse 
and  galvage  collection  to  be  carried  out  efficiently  throughout 
the  whole  district.  The  reduction  of  refuse  tips  to  3  in  number 
and  the  consequent  improvement  in  supervision  and  control  has. 
resulted  in  much  better  conditions  on  the  tips.  The  value  of 
salvage  disposed  of  during  the  year  amounted  to  £1935  and  this 
figure  is  still  being  improved  upon.
